ENGINE TROUBLE 
CAUSES ACCIDENT 


‘Charred Bodies of Trio 
‘Found Strapped in Ma- 
chine When Fire De- 
partment Arrives. 


New Salem, Pa., October 16.—An 
army aviator. and two newspaper 
men lost their lives when the plane 


of Lieutenant George H. Burgess fell | 


near here late Friday. 


Burgess was instantly killed, Mau- | 


rice Hutton, aviation editor of The 
Dayton Daily Herald, and Vern Tim- 
merman, a photographer for the same 
newspaper, were burned to death. 

The three were flying to the army 
aviation field at Selfridge Field, 
Mich., when the crash came. New 
Salem is 42 miles south of Pittsburgh. 

Lieutenant Burgess was crushed to 
death by the engine of the plane, as 
the machine caught fire, and the two 
Dayton men, strapped to their seats 
and unable to move, were burned to 
death with no chance to escape. 

As the plane flew westward be- 
tween Uniontown and New. Salem, it 
faltered. Engine trouble caused the 
machine to sputter and dip. A sec- 
ond plane, seemingly aware of the 
trouble, kept close. _ 

A half mile from New Salem, wit- 
nesses said, the machine struck a tree 
on a hill but careened crazily on its 
course for another half mile at a 
heicht of about 100 feet. 

‘Then there was an explosion, and 
the plane burst into flames. It struck 
a hill and crashed into a barbed wire 
fence. The chassis with everything a 
mass of flame, bumped its way around 
the field. 

The New Salem fire department 
was first on the scene but was called 
too late to give assistance. 

The bodies of the three were 
strapped in the machine, charred al- 
most beyond recognition, and it was 
evident that the explosion and fire 
had prevented the eseape of the trio 
from the damaged plane. They are 
now in an undertaking parlor at New

SCORES OF THOUSANDS PACK LONDON STREETS 


To Wales Upon Return Home 


London, October 16.—(#)—London 
gave the Prince of Wales the most 


affectionate welcome of all his home- 


comings this afternoon, when he re- 
turned from his 25,000-mile voyage to 
south Africa and South America. He 
was greeted at the Victoria station 
by the king and queen, other members 
of the royal family and thousands of 
spectators. 

The prince stepped from the train 
which brought him from Portsmouth 
wearing the uniform of the Welsh 
guards. 

After shaking hands with the king, 
the young heir apparent bent low 
over the queen’s hand. Then drop- 
ping all formal salutations, he placed 
an arm about his mother and kissed 
her affectionately on both cheeks. 

His sister, Princess Mary, and his 
new sister-in-law, the Duchess of 
York, were the next to greet the home- 
coming “ambassador of the empire.” 


The prince kissed both the young 
women and then shook hands with 
the other members of the royal fam- 


ily, cabinet ministers and diplomats 
who crowded the platform. 
The king and queen, the Duke of 


Connaught, Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught, Princess Mary (the Viscount- 
ess Lascelles) and the Duchess of

HANDICAP OF ISOLATION. 

The final agreement of the Euro- 
pean powers, including Germany, 
which is the touchstone in the prob- 


lem, to the Rhineland security pact, 
brings a concrete assurance of con- 


tinental peace. At the same time it 


accentuates the isolation of the 
United States in a way that is most 
embarrassing to say the least. 
According to cable. dispatches 
from Locarno the four other inter- 
locking treaties now being negotiat- 
ed are assured of adoption. It is 
planned to submit all five documents 
to the conference Saturday, 
initialed preliminary to their dis- 
patch to the respective capitals,

Then came the very earnest posi- 
tion of President Harding and Sec- 
retary Hughes for American entry 
into the world court. This court has 


as its basic principle the adjudication

President 
Coolidge has not only endorsed but 
carried this policy to congress in 


special messages and in urgent rec- | 


ommendations, The thinking Amer- 
ican people fre almost unanimous 
in favor of this action, except, of 
course, that element in its political 
life that feeds either upon distrust 
or upon prejudice and ignorance. 

President Coolidge’s recent move 
for another international disarma- 
ment conference has the right end 
in view, but cannot be accepted 
with enthusiasm by the other na- 
tions, now that Germany is to be- 
come a member of the league and} 
the great powers of the world, ex- 
cept this nation and Russia, placed 
upon equality under both the 
Geneva congress and the Rhineland 
treaty. 

Isolation may yet prove to be a 
costly piece of prejudice, and par- 
ticularly as regards the world trade 
markets. The sooner this nation ac- 
cepts the president’s views as to the 
world court the better. It will at 
least show a friendly spirit of coop- 


eration rather than a growling spirit 
‘of obstruction.

Stand- 
ing in what is now the quiet uttle 
town of Amiens, one can picture the 
electrie enthusiasm that must have 
reigned here more than a _ thousand 
vears ago when a man dressed like 
John the Baptist went through the 
streets at the head of a huge throng 
of people shouting in his mediaeval 
mixture of French and Latin: “Deus 
le Veult” (God wills it). Pest went 
to Rome and obtained from the Pope 
the remarkable concession that every 
serf who would join a crusade would 
be a freeman upon return, one of the 
greatest revolutionary acts of the 
Dark Ages. 

His preaching that sometimes “bor- 
dered on hysterical screeching,’ ac- 
cording to a contemporary scrivener, 
still was so powerful a stimulant of 
the emotions that noblemen upon 
hearing him tore their cloaks in strips 
and fastened them in the form of a 
eross on their breasts.

HEALTH TALKS

THE BORN DEFECTIVE. 
Arrest of mental development in a 


child who is normal at birth may be 
due to insanity, epilepsy, alcoholism 
or other taint in the parents, or to a 
grave injury of the child's head, or 
to the after effects of meningitis (brain 
fever) or tuberculosis or a cerebral 
hemorrhage or a tumor in the brain, 


or to congenital syphilis, and depend- 
ing on the degree of mental develop- 
ment which has occurred before the 
damage to the brain cells is completed 
the child will become an idiot (mental 
age not over two years) an imbecile 
(mental age from 3 to 7 years), or a 
moron (mental agé from 8 to 12 years). 
All of these feeble minded, and they 
constitute the great majority of the 
week minded, are normal at birth, 
and the arrest of their mental develop- 
ment is just an unfortunate accident. 
There are comparatively few born 
idiots. 

When the mental defect is present 
at birth the idiocy or feeble-minded- 
ness is called congenital. ‘There are 
several types of congenital idiocy and 
we have no definite knowledge about 
the cause or causes or such defects. 
Nature’s errors, perhaps; and_ the 
wonder is that nature makes so few 
of these errors. Those congenital 
types of idiocy may occur in any 
family and the causes of arrested 
mental development, as I have de- 
scribed them in preceding talks, do 
not apply at all to congenital idiocy. 
Any man’s child may be a born fool 
or a future president—that is purely 
chance. Science assigns the explana- 
tion or cause for arrested mental de- 
velopment, but gives little or no light 
on these fortunately rare cases of 
idiocy at birth or congenital amentia 
(lack of mind.) The following types 
of congenital amentia or idiocy are 
recognized : 

Hydrocephalus (“water on the 
brain”), in which the skull is greatly 
enlarged and the forehead high and 
prominent, with

Attorney General Napier told The 
Constitution that he has not 
an official opinion covering this 
phase of the inheritance tax mat- 
ter and that he could not do so otf 
hand, but will let the subject lie in 
abeyance until it is brought to his 
attention through proper channels. 

It is understood that Graham 
Wright, of Rome, attorney for an 
estate held to be due for taxes under 
the old law by the state tax com- 
mission, has filed an injunction to 
prevent collection of the taxes under 
the old law on the ground that ma- 
chinery for assessment and collec- 
tion of the taxes was done away 
with by the legislature when it pass- 
ed the new law without the re- 
quired saving clause. 

It is further pointed out in capitol 
cireles that section five of the new 
Inw states that there shall be no 
other inheritance tax assessed or col- 
lected under the laws of this state as 
of August 27, 1925. This is held 
to mean that in addition to not hav- 
ing a saving clause for collection of 
taxes due under the old law, the new 
law specifically sets forth that no 
other taxes are to be collected out 
of estates save under provisions of 
the new law.

Washington, October 16.—(United 
News.)—President Coolidge regards 
the security pact agreements, in final 
stages of adoption at Locarno, as help- 
ful toward a disarmament conference 
in the United States, such as he sug- 
gested several months ago. 

The president sees this effect as a 
result of the improvement of condi- 
tions which he expects from the series 
of treaties designed to preserve peace 
in Europe, including financial stabili- 
zation and a better spirit generally. 
’ It is presumed that a conference for 
reduction of land forces will be called 
by the League of Nations as a result 
of the security pacts, and the effect 
of that upon the European situation 
may pave the way for another nayal 
disarmament conference here, such as 
Coolidge desires. 

Biggest Step Since Dawes Plan. 


The president looks upon adoption 
of the security agreements at Locarno 
as one of the most important events 
that has occurred since the Dawes 
plan was put into effect, it was said at 
the white house Friday. 

The acceptance of the Dawes plan, 
it was pointed out, was the first in- 
stance where the nations of Europe 
were able to reach an agreement look- 
ing toward stabilization. The results

He Is Opposed 
To Capital Levy 


Nice, France, October 16.—(/)— 
The question of a capital levy, with 
former Premier Herriot as its cham- 
pion and Finance Minister Caillaux 
opposing it, dominated today’s ses- 
sion of the radical socialist congress, 
and, although no vote was taken, M. 
Herriot appeared to have the ma- 
jority of the parties lined up behind 
him against the finance minister. 

M. Caillaux held a capital levy to 
be an act of “financial <lemagogy ;” 
M. Herriot proclaimed it a patriotic 
act under the present circumstances. 

M. Caillaux warned the assembly 
against the dangers of a capital levy, 
saying: 

“Germany resorted to a capital levy 
twice and each time her finances 
were wrecked, I will work with you 
in the elaboration of the most ad- 
vanced fiscal program possible, but I 
must warn you that before I adopt 
it, I must feel that it is not dan- 
gerous to the country. I am in com- 
mand of the financial ship of state, 
and I shall not steer it on the rocks.” 

“Citizen Caillaux,’”’ as he was in- 
troduced to the congress by the pre- 
siding officer, Senator DPasquet, de- 
clared that wealth in France was al- 
ready taxed up to 63 per cent of its 
revenue, and it was impossible for 
him to do more in that quarter. 

Ile admitted “there was 20 billion 
franes remaining to be paid for the 
restoration of liberated regions, and 
warned against imprudent words, 
“which might endanger the system of 
|loans to which the country is cer- 
'tain to have to resort again.” 

M. Caillaux said that the matur- 
ing payments due this year amounted 
to 22 biXion francs, but the floating

TRAFFIC BUREAU 


Resolutions calling for establish- 
ment of a separate traffic bureau of 
the Aflanta police department, charged 
with the specific duty of enforcement 
of the city’s traffic laws, and repeal 
of the recent ordinance raising the 
speed limit-of motor vehicles and sub- 
stitution of another providing a-speed 
limit of 30 miles an hour on traffic 
boulevards, will be introduced in city 
council Monday night. 

Alderman C. M. Ford, of the tenth 
ward, and member of the traffic com- 
mittee of city council, stated Friday 


council that he would introduce such 
bills and that he would insist on their 
adoption in the interest of safety. 

Repeal of the city speed laws would 
place speed limits at 20°miles an hour 
within the inner fire zones and 25 
miles an hour in the outer zones and 
his substitute resolution permitting a 
30-mile speed would apply only to 
traffic arteries designated as traffic 
boulevards, he explained. 

Mr. Ford’s announcement came 
after George Deibert, secretary of the 
safety council, reported that traffic 
accidents have increased about three 
a day since the new speed law was 
made effective on September 26.

‘The 30-mile speed law seems to he 
responsible for this’ increase in aeci- 
dents,’ Mr. Deibert said, “and while 
we are heartily in sympathy with the 
move to speed up traffic, yet we are 
unwilling to jeopardize the lives of 
thousands of our citizens and _ mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property to 
achieve this end.”

| BEAUTY CHATS

A BAD NECK. 

Several letters recently have asked 
about creases in the neck, one of them 
from a young girl of 18, one from a 
girl of 23 both saying their necks look 
30. There is never an excuse for an 
old neck, not even in an old woman, 
the neck is too easily treated. 

First of all, be sure that you do not 
sleep with the pillows too high. Lie 
flat on your back on your bed, with 
your pillows as usual, and see whetlier 
your chin is pushed down, and feel 
whether the skin of the neck is pushed 
into folds. If so, sleep with thinner 
pillows, or else wider pillows, so that 
the shoulders are supported and the 
neck is not pushed into an unhealthy 
position. If possible, sleep without 
any pillows at all. 

The second part of the treatment 
consists of massage, and cocoa butter 
is the very best thing to massage with, 
unless the neck is too fat. In the lat- 
ter case, massage with cleansing 
cream, which won't help make flesh, 
and massage harder. Bunch the five 
fingers and work them in small circles 
over the neck. If you use the butter, 
roll a little gauze around the neck to 
protect your clothing, and give the 
treatment at night. 

The third part is astringents. Take 
a small piece of iee, roll in a bit of 
muslin and go over and over the neck 
after the massage. 

And the rest is holding the head 
correctly, for carryin the chin for- 
ward and down often creases the neck ; 
and wearing proper collars. Any- 
thing that binds hurts the neck, and 
dark colors rub dye and dirt into the 
skin. Tight bands rub the skin brown 
and make it hard. 

Rolling the head around the shoul- 
ders is a good exercise to strengthen 


'the neck muscles. .

UrgedbyLowdenToRestore, 
Preserve Fertility of Soil 


Agricultural Plant of 
America Rapidly Weak- 
ening and Needs Atten- 
tion, He Declares. 


Chicago, October. 16.—Declaring 
that “the great agricultural plant of 
America has beén running down for 
Many years, but never so rapidly as 
during the past five years,” ex-Goy- 
ernor Frank ©. Lowden, of Illinois, 
‘urged “a national agrarian policy 
which will restore and preserve the 
fertility of our soil,” in an address 
before the annual dinner of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulation here Friday 
night. 

“There is no more important ques- 
tion before the American people,” he 
said, “and the first principle of this 
policy is that agriculture must be 
made profitable.” 

Lowden said that fertility of the 
soil was the sole limiting factor to ex- 
pansion of the industrial era which 
now holds sway. Declaring that “the 
time is approaching when no nation 
can maintain a population beyond its 
ability to feed it from its own soil,” 
he pointed out that fertility of Ameri- 
¢ca’s soil was essential to prosperity. 

“There is but enough phosphorus in 
the soil of the Mississippi valley to 
produce 135 crops, though of course 
with diminishing returns,’ he said. 
“In our great corn belt most of our 
best lansis have already produced from 


DU to 75 cvops. Yet it is safe to say 
that not one farmer in a thousand | 
maintains the fertility of his fields. | 
This is not the concern of the farmer | 
“alone, but should be the concern. of 
all. For sooner or later that dete- 
rioration will result in higher. prices 
for food.” 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas, 
discussed government regulation of 
business in an address before the mem- 
bers, and declared that the burdensome 
laws of today were passed because of 
demand from the people. 

“When you complain about too 
many laws being passed, don't forget 
that 95 per cent of them were in- 
spired by the people back home,’ he 
said.

NUMBER OF FARMS 
DEUREASES 19,003 


Washingten, October 16—())— 
The number of farms in the United 
States has decreased 75,653 since 
1920, the department of commerce dis- 
closed tonight in a preliminary an- 


nouncement of the 1925 farm census, 
which fixed the total at 6,637,60s. 

The decrease was not general, some 
sections reporting declines, while in- 
creases were shown in others. 

Texas, with 466,420 farms, led the 
field in the 1925 census, and also had 
the greatest increase, 30,387, over the 
1920 figure. Its rate of increase, 7 
per cent, was not the highest, how- 
ever. Nevada, with 23.7 per cent, led 
in this respect with 3,912 farms in 
1925, as compared with the 3,163 in 
1920. 

Georgia Has Largest Decrease. 

The greatest decrease in the num- 
ber of farms was reported in Geor- 
gia, where the total dropped from 
310,732 in 1920 to 249,098 this year, 
a decline of 19.8 per cent. The Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which contained 


‘the smallest number of farms, had a 


higher percentage of decrease, how- 
ever, having only 139 farms in 1925 
as compared with 204 in 1920. 


A decline in the number of farms | 


in the cotton states was attributed 
to the boll weevil and the migration 
of negro farm workers. A succession 
of dry seasons had a similar effect 
in parts of the northwest, while the 
consolidation of farms and a general 
recession from the war-time expansion 
in agriculture were held accountable 
for decreases generally.

Drop in Trading When Prices 
Decline Seen as _ Indication 
That Long Side of Market Has 


Most Followers. 


New York, October 16.—While the 
stock market continued to boil today. 
the movement of prices was not all 
in one direction as was the case yes- 
terday when sensational gains were 
reported in a number of shares with 
the average making a new high for 
all time. A resumption of the upward 
price movement early today brought 
about heavy profit-taking, causing de- 
clines throughout the list especially 
in industrials whieh have recently 
been advancing rapidly. However, the 
volume of trading dropped off as 
prices declined, indicating that the 
long side of the market still has the 
most followers. 

Trading in stocks has reached the 
stage where it is dangerous to put 
in open market orders either on the 
buying or selling side. One experi- 
enced trader put in an order at one 
minute after eleven this morning to 
sell 200 shares of a stock that was 
then appearing on the tape at US. 
His order, which was telephoned to 
the Stock Exchange floor, did not 
appear on the tape until 11:18 o'clock 
with the price 96. Frequently the 
tape was from 10 to 15 minutes be- 
hind actual trading on the Stock Ex- 
change floor. 

On the curb market similar con- 
ditions existed. One stock, tor exam- 
ple, Nevada Consolidated Electric, 
which advanced 16 points yesterday, 
did not open until 11:15 o'clock de- 
spite the fact that there was an order 
in at the opening to buy 800 shares. 
There was only 100 shares of stock 
offered for sale at the opening with 
the price 7 1-2 points above last 
night’s closing, followed by a drop 
of six points. 

Many seasoned traders in the stock 
market closed out all transactions 


today declaring that they were 
through until a less active and more 
orderly market is witnessed. 


Railway equipment shares were the 
feature today, substantial gains being 
reported as a result of renewed rail- 
way buying. The list of orders an- 
nounced as just placed includes 750 
coal cars for Atlantic Coast Line, 10 
locomotives for Chesapeake and Ohio, 
100 locomotives for New York Cen- 
tral, the largest locomotive order of 
the year. 

As an individual stock General Mo- 
tors again attracted the most atten- 
tion, selling at one time today over 
four points above U. 8. Steel. To- 
day’s very heavy trading in General 
Motors with the price advancing to 
a new high for the adjusted capiftaliza- 
tion was attributed largely to the op- 
erations of W. C. Durant. 

Money renewed *at 5 1-2 per cent 
but dropped to 5 before noon. The 
supply of call money greatly exceeded 
the demand. 

Nothing has been said recently re- 
garding the extent of outstanding 
brokers’ loans. It is safe to assume 
however that when the figures appear, 
a new high record for all time will 
be touched. It is worth keeping in 
mind that in the past when these 
estimates have been put out in Wall 
Street, through banking channels only 
a short time elapsed before a sharp 
decline occurred in the stock mar- 
kets. As yet there are no signs of 
strain in the money market. How- 
ever forward buying increases in gen- 
eral trade as it is now doing in some

New York, October 16.—(By the 
Associated Dress.)\—A_ frenzied out- 
burst of buying in the motor shares, 
several of which were run up five to 
eleven points to the highest prices ever 
recorded, infused new strength in to- 
day's stock market and sent it sky- 
rocketing again after it had shown 
signs of wobbling under an avalanche 
of selling orders around midday. To- 
tal sales today, which fell just short of 
~ 3-4 million shares, broke all records 
since the famous three million-share 
day in December, 1916. 

The sensational advance in the mo- 
tor shares was accomplished by uncon- 
firmed rumors of open market buying 
for control, special diyidend distribu 
tions and capital stock split-ups. In 
poift of activity, General Motors was 


‘the leader, running up nearly six points 


to a new peak at 132 1-2 on total sales 
exceeding 135,000 ‘shares. Iludson, 
however, scored the most spectacular 
gain by soaring 11 points to a net top 
at 104, the ma jor part of the advance 
being registered in the last 80 minutes 
of trading. Yellow Truck now a Gen- 
eral Motor subsidy, was run up seven 
points to 35 and Fisher Body climbed 
nearly six points to a new top at 
118 1-4. Studebaker, Dodge Brothers 
common and prefererd and Continental 
Motors also exceeded their previous 
1925 maximum quotations. 

The market opened fairly strong 
with numerous one to two-point gains 
registered in the initial transactions. 
Although sporadic profit taking and 
bear selling was apparent from the 
start, the market moved steadily for- 
ward until around midday. The mark- 
ing up of the renewal rate on call 
money to 5 1-2 per cent was followed 


by a wave of short selling by profes- 
sional traders, which reached its maxi- 
mum intensity in the early aftetnoon 
when a few specialties had been ham- 
mered down four to nine points below 
their earlier highs and scores of oth- 
ers had yielded a point or more. 

The subsequent lowering of the call 
money rate to 4 1-2 per cent and the 
revival of activity and strength in 
United States Steel common and Gen- 
eral Motors steadied the list, and 
eventually turned the course of prices 
upward again, The late advance was 
by no means uniform, several issues. 

United 
Cigar Stores, American Agricultural 
Chemical preferred, New York Can- 
ners, International Paper showing 
signs of actual weakness. Steel con- 
tinued to gatner evrengen, moving up 
nearly 3 points to 127 1-2, the highest 
price since last spring. on total trans- 
actions exceeding 280,000 = shares.
